MORE SHIPS SAIL FROM PORTS 
AS STRIKE WANES, SAYS 
HOOVER REPORT. 


[RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, June 11.—After 
a conference today with President 
Harding, Secretary Davis announced 
he would make another effort to 
have Rear-Admiral Benson, chair- 
-man of the Shipping Board, sign an 
agreement between the men and the 
board on wages and working condi- 
tiong, The private shipowners, he 
said, probably would not be a party 
to the agreement. 

The proposed agreement is under- 
stood to pfovide for a 15 per cent 
reduction in’ wages and would con- 
tinue ifn effect until next April 30. 
Reinstatment of men whe went out 
on strike, it is understood, will be 
covered in a separate agreement. 

Secretary Hoover issued a state- 
ment on the effect of the strike on 
shipping since May 1. This showed 
that from May 1 to June 9, inclusive, 
1888 American vessels have cleared 
from the various ports. On June 
9 170 were detained in port. 

The secretary's table showed the 
number of American steamers de- 
parting between May 1 and June 9$, 
compared with the number detained 
by the strike on June 9, to include: 
New Orleans, 86, against 36; Gal- 
veston, 75 against 6; Los Angeles, 
110, against 18; San Francisco, 136,

Supplied by druggista and 


PEGGY JOYCE 
_ FACES ATTACK. 


| Bitter Arraignment of Woman 


is Forecast. 


Wife Summoned. 


Judge Gives No Indication of 
Yielding. 


[EXCIASIVE DISPATCH.) 

CHICAGO, June 11.—Peggy Up- 
ton-Archibald - Hopkins-Joyce, con- 
spicuous figure in the most sensa- 
tional divoree case in the courts of» 
the United States in the last quarter 
century, will be the subject of one 
of the most scathing attacks ever 
directed at a woman in a court of 
chancery next Wednesday. 

Although she will not be present 
in the court presided over by S8u- 
perior Judge Sabath, she will have 
to face it none the less, for the at- 
tack will be published broadcast, and 
the entire nation will constitute a 
courtroom, with all “standing room” 
taken. 

Attorney Alfred 8. Austrian of the 
firm of Mayer, Meyer, Austrian & 
Piatt, representing James Stanley 
Joyce, millionaire lumberman, is 
preparing the attack on Peggy. 

The delivery of this arraignment 
of the subduer of millfonaire hearts 
of two continents, will be accompa- 
nied by a demand that she be sum- 
moned into court and compelled to 
testify in relation to her petition for 
$10,000 a month temporary alimony 
$100,000 attorneys’ and suit 


MUST CONVINCE JUDGE. 


Attorney Austrian has to convince 
the judge that Peggy ought to be 
summoned and the judge has not 
given the slightest indication as yet 
that he is in sympathy with that 
demand. 

The attorney will attack almost 
the entire line of evidence submit- 
ted thus far, based on testimony of 
Peggy's husband, to show that it 
would be unfair to call one and not 
the other to determine how much 
alimony and expense money should 
be paid by the petitioner in the di- 
vorce suit and defendant in Peggy's 
suit for separate maintenance. 

First, Mr. Joyce's attorney wants 
to know how much property Peggy 
has and what her income is. If she 
is well provided with funds she will 
not need any considerable amount 
with which to prepare her defense 
and support her charges against 
‘her husband, it will be argued. 

GOT $194,000 IN YEAR. , 


Attorney Austrian expects to prove 
that Peggy received from Joyee 
$194,000 during the year preceding 
the date of their break-up, Oct. 22, 
1920, and that she has a large por- 
tion of that money still In her pos- 
session. He will charge, it is said, 
that it wak a part of her design 
to accumulate a fortune from her 
husband and not to spend the money 
as fast as she got it. Joyce alleges 
that he knows of $82,000 that she 
had in her possession at the time 
he cut off her allowance. 

other line of attack will be 
directed against the affidavits sub- 
mitted by Peggy's attorneys, McCor- 
mick, Kirkland, Patterson & Flem- 
ing, to sustain Peggy's contention 
that she was @ivorced from Phil- 
brick Hopkins before she married 
Joyce at Miami, Fila., Jan. 21, 1920. 
CONTENDS MARRIAGE ILLEGAL 


Joyce contends that his marriage 
to Peggy was illegal, inasmuch as 
the decree divorcing her from Hop- 
kins in Tarrant county, Texas, was 
not entered until two days after the 
Joyce ceremony at Miami. To coun- 
ter this, counsel for Peggy pro-. 
duced affidavits of Judge B. Young, 
who heard the Hopkins case; of 
Philbrick Hopkins and his son, 
Sherburne G. Hopkins, of 
Washington, D. C., and also of a

Court. All these affidavits centain 
positive assertions to the effect that 
the Hopkins divorce decree was 
signed and entered in the records 
Jan. 21, 1920, and that Philbrick 
Hopkins was a resident of Texas at 
the time of the Hopkins suit. Joyce 
charges conspiracy in connection 
with the Hopkins suit and denies 
that Hopkins was a resident of 
Texas. 


QUESTIONS AFFIDAVITS, 


Attorney Austrian is expected to 
call attention to the fact that if 
the Hopkins affidavit did not set 
forth details to prove that Peggy's 
divorce from her second husband 
was legal, Hopkins would neces- 
sarily be a bigamiset, inasmuch as 
he subsequently married another 
woman. He is expected to ask 
how it is possible for a judge and 
a court clerk to remember, after 
a lapse of nearly a year and a half, 
the exact day of the signing and 
entering of a decree. 

Attention of Judge Sabath was 
called to the fact that Joyce had 
lost his hat in the courtroom and 
forced to wear the hat of the per- 
son who took his. 

“That's nothing,” judge re- 
plied. “Many people have lost suits 
in this court.”

WIRELESS GUIDE. 


Modern Appliance Brings Boat 
Through Dangerous Fog. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, June 
11.—The big Standard Oil tanker, J. | 
A. Moffett, was saved fcom possible | 
destruction on the rocks at Santa | 
Cruz Island, in the Santa Barbara | 
Channel, on Thursday night, by | 
means of the newly perfected sys- 
tem of vessels securing their exact 
position at sea by wirelss from sta- 
tions ashore. 

The tanker wag inbound to Los 
Angeles Harbor from Seattle, when 
heavy fogs were encountered in the 
Santa Barbara Channel. The vessel 
ran off her course and at 11:80 p.m. 
the lookout sighted rocks directly 
ahead. The engines were reversed | 
immediately, and the vessel's an- | 
chors dropped. | 

Capt. Kirkwood reported by wire- | 
less Yhat it wag impossible to se- | 
cure the vessel's bearifhgs in the | 
heavy fog. The naval. radio station | 
at Los Angeles Harbor then sent | 
out positions at regular intervals to 
the Moffet, which were picked up | 
by the vessel. By taking a series | 
of soundings to determine the depth | 
of the water along the shore of the | 
island, the master of the vessel was | 
able to determine the €xact position | | 
of the ship with the help of the po- | 
sitions sent out by the radio sta- | 
tion on shore.“ 

The tanker gradually worked her | 
way through the fog away from her | 
perilous position, arriving at Los | 
Angeles Harbor nine hours late. |

IANT WATER PROJECT IS 
COMPLETED IN ARIZONA. 


Dam Built by Private Capital Will 
Reclaim Eighty-five Thousand 
Acres of Gila Desert. 


BY JAMES H. McCLINTOCK, 
{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 


PHOENIX, June 10.—On the Gila 
River, fifty-six miles southwest of 


Phoenix, has just been completed the 


third great irrigation project of the 
Southwest. The other two are the 
Roosevelt-Salt River project irrigat- 
ing 220,000 acres around Phoenis 
and the Yuma-Colorado River proj- 
ect irrigating about 100,000 acres in 
the southwestern part of Arizona. 
Both of these are governmental en- 
terprises, for the benefit of communi- 
ties already established. 

The third is one privately financed 
and designed for the reclamation of 
85,000 desert acres at present al- 
most without vestige of cultivation 
or verdure.-Despite its magnitude, 
it has been bullt almost without pub- 
licity, and even now there is no an- 
nouncement of any intention con- 
cerning the mothods of its utiliza- 
tion. 

This new enterprise is the prop- 
erty of the Gila Water Company, a 
corporation headed by Frank A. 
Gillespie, an Oklahoma oil man, 
with C. F. Ainsworth of Phoent 
vice-president and general counsel. 
The entire issue of stock is held 
within the Gillespie and Ainsworth 
families, the latter of Phoenix and 
Los Angeles. 

RIVER OF DISASTER. 

The Gila River is a stream of dis- 
astrous history in the way of irriga- 
tion problems. The river valley is

There were years of litigation, in 
which a leading part was taken by 
Lewis Wolfley, an early Territorial 
Governor, to whom may be credited 
the original idea.

The lands that had been taken up 
under the Desert Act revérted to 
the government, and in course of 
time 72,000 acres within the project 
were scripped in the interest of the 
Santa Fe Railroad Company. The 
site and canal were held tenaciously 
by C. F. Ainsworth. <A few years 
ago, through the interest of W,. J. 
Murphy of Phoenix, the lands, wa- 
ter rights and irrigation works were 
joined in Gillespie's purchase of a 
majority of the Gila Water Com- 
pany'’s stock. About §2,000,000 
have been spent during a period of 
peak prices for material and labor, 
with construction benefit inuring 
from one of the most notable 
droughts ever ‘known to Arizona, 
permitting building to proceed with- 
out interruption from flood.

Review and Ball This Month 
to Launch Project. 


Plan to Join Professionals and 
Patrons Here. 


Proceeds Will be Nucleus of 
Scholarship Fund. 


The project to establish the Los 
Angeles Art Center will be launched 
formally with an artists’ review and 
ball Saturday, the 25th inst., at the 
Ambassador.

A 
motion picture pr ction revolving 
round the life of a country is like 
a page from its history. It must 
not—dare not—misrepresent types, 
scenes and costumes. 
“Motion picture patrons are be- 
coming more critical every day. They

WANTED IT IN STAMPS. 


Professor Thought His Salary Would 
Look More Impressive. 


What compensation comes to the 
editor in the practice of the profes- 
sion so nobly sketched by Lowell, 
other than fhe consciousness of duty 
well performed? In the olden days 
the pecuniary, results were some- 
what meager. In 1775 Thomas Page 
was engaged by R. Aitken as editor 
of the Pennsylvania Magazine at a 
salary of £25 a year. Sedgwick 
wrote of the editor of the old At- 
lantic Magazine: “His publishers are 
liberal gentlemen. They pay him 
$5600 a year.” When Bryant was 
editor of the New York Review and 


Atheneum he wrote to Dana: “My 
salary is $1000, no great sum, to be 
sure, but it is twice what I get when 
I practice in the.country.” In 1867 
the Atlantic Monthly paid Lowell @ 
salary of $2500, with an appropria- 
tion of $6 a page for contributions. 
The salaries of editors of the old- 
time dailles were on the same mod- 
est scale. Horace Greeley once 
said: “There may be such a thing 
as a $5000 salary In the newspaper 
business, but the —— I person- 
ally know of, is $3000." Charles 
Hopkins Clark says that he knows of 
salaries today that are double this 
figure, and he truly adds: “I think 
that all men, familiar with news- 
paper work. will bear me out, no 
other business pays so little for so 
much work and so much talent, as 
the newspaper does.” 
My own belief is that the modern 
magazine editor enjoys a salary that 
compares favorably with that of the 
average college professor. You have 
doubtless heard of the professor, 
who was about to go to rope on 
his sabbatical year. When he inter- 
viewed the bursar in order to ar- 
range for the forwarding of his 
monthly stipend the bursar. asked 
him how he would like to have it 
sent, and the professor replied: ‘In

The people who, in any of the 
countries involved, had a uniform 
idea of the true questions at issue 
in the great war were few and far 
between, according to Isaiah Bow- 
man, geographer, author and chief 
territorial adviser for the American 
peace commission. Mr. Bowman's 
service to America at the Versailles 
conference gave him an insight to 
the state of mind of the Eurapeas 
peoples.

Mr. Mallock was born in Devon- 
shire, where his father, the younger 
son of awnember of the landed gen- 
try, held a clerical “living.” His 
early education was obtained from 
various governesses and a competent 
tutor later prepared him for Ox- 
ford. 

Being by nature, training and [{h- 
tellectual conviction a thofough 
| Conservative in politics and religion, 
Mr. Mallock regarded the libera! 
movement within the Oxford of his 
day with profound contempt. He 
also considered what is known as 
the Labor movement as a indicrous 
procedure and believes that his 
writings have proved the correct- 
ness of his position by reason and 


statistics. 

This perception of the absurdity 
inherent in Ila agitation has 
more recently been mingled with 
apprehension, which was owing to 
the activity of the Labor party and 
the comparative apathy of the 
privileged classes. 

Accordingly this author found it 
necessary to postpone his literary 
activities as an exhorter for religion 
and a philosophic reasoner against 
Anglican Modernism and for «@ 
time devote his entire attention to 
awakening the lethargic classes.

Soon after the bonus had beeg 
voted by a State-wide referendum 
last fall the loan sharks got busy. 
They found that thousayds of former 
soldiers were out of work and needed 
money. Feelers were sent out, and 
soon the veterans began to appear 
prepared to accept almost anything 
the money lender was willing to give 
him. Men who had _ served from 
seventeen to twenty months and are 
entitled to from $170 to $200 would 
surrender their discharge to the loan 
ehark for $150. 

It was the plan of the loan shark 
to gather in as many discharges as 
possible and harvest when the bonus 
was distributed. The soldiers, un- 
der the scheme, were to make ap- 
plication, receive the money and then 
turn it over to the lender, but it 
now develops that the discharge is 
made void by the transfer. That does 
not mean that the former soldier will 
not get his bonus, but does mean 
that the lender loses the harvest he 
had been reckoning on.—[New York 
Herald.

LOAN SHARKS LOSF. 


New Vork Prokern Who Sought 
Mtecharges Stand to Lose. 


Almost on the eve of the distribu- 
tion of the New York State soldier 
bonus it hase become known that 4 
coterie of loan sharks in Brooklyn 
and up-State counties, who. imitating 
the pension discounters of Civil War 
days, have been doing a thrivin’ 
business with the ex-soldiers, now 
stand to lose thousands of dollars. 
The grand “clean-. whicl? th v 
had been planning has been made 
impossible by a ruling of tWe State 
Adjutant-General, which voids dis- 
charge once it leaves the be tite of 
the person to whom It was ved. \ 

Soon after the bonus had been 
voted by a State-wide referendum 
last fall the loan sharks got busy. 
They found that thousayds of former 
soldiers were out of work and needed 
money. Feelers were sent out, and 
soon the veterans began to appear 
prepared to accept almost anything 
the money lender was willing to give 
him. Men who had served from 
seventeen to twenty months and are 
entitled to from $170 to $200 would 
surrender their discharge to the loan 
ehark for $150. 

It was the plan of the loan shark 
to gather in as many discharges as 
possibile and harvest when the bonus 
was distributed. The soldiers, un- 
der the scheme, were to make ap- 
plication, receive the money and then 
turn it over to the lender, but it 
now develops that the discharge is 
made void by the transfer. That does 
not mean that the former soldier will 
not get his bonus, but does mean 
that the lender loses the harvest he 
had been reckoning on.—[New York 
Herald.

FOR FURNITURE 


(Continued from First Page.) — 


at first proposed, the scope of the 
enterprise has been broadened to 
continue this feature to its fullest 
extent, but to add to it another plant 
for making all types of high-class, 
modern furniture for the average 
home, such as is sold by the better 
retail dealers. It is also planned to 
add a plant for the quantity manu- 
facture of hardwood speciaities such 
as candlesticks, lamps, hand-

SIT UP AND LOOK, 


[EXCIASIVE DISPATCH.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 93.—Final 
décision is expected shortly regard- 
ing the location of the factory of 
Doble Steam Motors, and conastruc- 
tion of the plant will be commenced 
immediately thereafter. The com- 
pany is a California concern, financed 
and administered by Californians, 
and the new plant will be built 
“somewhere” in California. For the 
present, but one model will be pro- 
duced, a high-grade touring car 
weighing a little more than two tons 
ready for the road. 

The most distinctive feature of the 
car as compared with steam automo- 
biles previously manufactured is the 
electrie system of ¢ontroi. With this 
system, starting of the car is accom- 
plished from the driver’s seat by 
simply turning a ewitch on the steer- 
ing column. This starts a rapidly 
revolving motor-blower, which feeds 
a proper mixture of fuel and air into 
the combustion chamber. Ignition 
is obtained from a spark plug direct- 
ly in front of the nozzle deliverin 
the fuel. A forced draft system o 
combustion facilitates the rapid gen- 
eration of steam. Even when getart- 
ing from a cold engine and boiler, 
the car is ready to Move under full 
power in less than a minute. 

For fuel, either kerosene, distillate 
or gasoline may be used, singly or 
in combination, and with about the 
same mileage per gallon, eleven or 
twelve under average road condi- 
tions. The exhaust steam is con- 
densed and used again, s@ that one 
filling of the water tank is sufficient 
for more,than 1000 miles of driving.

Carrying two passengers and with- 
out the use of the low gear, a stock 
Maxwell touring car recently offi- 
cially negotiated the two and one- 
tenth miles above Tollhouse, Fres- 
no county, known as the old Toll- 
house grade, in the record time of 
tive minutes, thirty-seven seconds, a 
performance unequaled by any 
stock car, diess of price, num- 
ber of cylinders or horsepower. 

The old Tollhouse grade is a por- 
tion of the first road built from 
Fresno to the timbered slopes of 
the Sierra below Huntington and 
Shaver lakes. It was originally 
hnilt by Woods Brothers & Hum- 
phrey, ploneer lumbermen, seek- 
ing better transportation  facili- 
ties for their timber en route to the 
valley. It was maintained as a pri- 
vate road over which toll was 
eharged from the time of its con- 
struction in 1867 and 1868 until it 
was taken over by the county ten 
vears later. The grade is two and 
one-tenth miles long: has a maxi- 
mum pitch of 23 pe: cent; rises 1700 
feet in elevation from base to sum- 
mit. and has been the scene of nu- 
merous accidents due to ita sharp 
curves and precip'tous ascent.

Without question this is the lars- 

est individual collection of silver 
cups on motor row, for Ralph Ham- 
lin started in winning Comstock spe- 
cials back in the days of the “bike 
road races,” when leg power and en- 
durance: did for first prize. A little 
later the one-lunged two-wheelers 
held full sway, but shortly they 
were displaced by the merrily chug- 
ging two and four-cylinder creations 
of the day—a long time ago, in 
motor car history, but only yester- 
day in the world's events. Hamlin 
and the Franklin have teamed to- 
gether for sixteen years now, and 
have proved quite a combination as 
the cups will testify. 
Hamlin especially prizes one of his 
earliest trophies of the “chase,” 
which was awarded as first prize in 
a motorcycle race held May 7, 1901. 
There are two other motorcycle prize 
cups, one of which was originally 
won by Hamlin in a pedaling con- 
test and later put up by him for 
contest in a two-wheeled “popper” 
contest, which he won back. 

In the then long-distanced en- 
@urance run from Los Angeles to 
Coronado held in January. 1806, 


Hamlin and the Franklin gethered 
first prise for runabouts. A littie 
later, on the 27th, of that month, he 
cornered another cup with the it~ 
tle Franklin in a two-mile race held 
at Coronado. Another two-mile race 
held at Lakeside in 1907 made @ gube | 
stantial addition to his collection. 

May 30 of the following yeas, 
Hamlin battled his way to fret 
honors in the fifty-mile derby held 
at Agricultural Park. and the fol- 
lowing day repeated his mance 
in the 100-mile grind. In the Ofty- 
mile race (1908) Hamlin set 
Pacific Coast record by rolling 
the old “hoss” track in 57 minutes 
and 43 seconds.

Rear axies fail readily into axels 
‘distinct classifications, dead axies 
and live ones. It is live axles which 
are used on all modern passenger 
cars. The term “live” simply means 
that the axle turns.

tion is at the carburetor. Here oc- 
cur most of the leaks that increase 
fuel consumption. The average 
American car owner drives with a 
mixture nearly twice as rich as is 
necessary. In other words almost 
half the gasoline that he uses is 
wasted. The: modern engine will 
run on a mixture ranging from 
about fourteen parts air to one of 
gasoline to one containing only 
eight parts air to one of gas. But 
the engine will do its best work when 
the mixture is made as lean as pos- 
sible. While it burns the heavier 
mixture it does not operate with the 
snap and vim that it displays on the 
leaner fuel. 

Practically all modern carbu- 
reters have an attachment for in- 
creasing and decreasing the amount 
of air injected into the mixture. 
It is a very simple matter to ex- 
periment with this adjustment, first 
making the mixture as lean as pos- 
sible, and gradually turning back 
until exactly the right proportions 
of gas to air have been found for 
satisfactory operation. In addition 
to the benefits of greater economy 
with the leaner mixture, this con- 
dition also cuts down carbon de- 
posits. 

LEAN MIXTURE BEST. 

It may seem to the individual car 
owner that it Is a very emall matter 
whether or not he uses too rich a 
mixture, but it is the aggregate of 
this wastage that counts. The in- 
dividual’s waste must be multiplied 
by nearly 6,000,000 to get the total 
amount of motor fuel that is prac- 
tically thrown away. If all this po- 
tentially useful fuel were turned in- 
to actual service, instead of having 
our fuel supply an alarmingly tight 
fit for our needs, we would have a 
handsome surplus to take care of

waste breeds firther wastage. When 
the fuel mixture is too rich, heavy 
carbon deposits are formed in the 
cviindergs and tnese cut down the 
}ower output—almost a geometrical 
progression. Therefore keep the en- 
gine free from carbon by having it 
cleared. out periodically and help 
along the good cause by getting 
proper carburetor adjustment in the 
place. 

Another source of great power 
waste is the valve system. The val- 
ves must seat properly if full power 
is to be obtained from the fuel. The 
Way to secure proper vaive 
seating ts to have the parts ground 
in at intervais of say two or three 
months, or when there appears to be 
need of the operation.

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T IS a trifle odd, and not quite under- 
standable, that California, while produc 


ing more alfalfa and barley than any other} his 


State, and being well up among the lead- 
ers in the matter of productfon of other 
live stock feedstuffs, 
other commonwealth 
pure-bred animals on its farms and in ac- 
tivities designed to increase the number of 
such animals. The Federal Market Re- 


pure-bred 
Sires-Better Stock” campaign. California 
is not even listed in the total of States re- 
porting pure-bred sires, as less than 1000 
were reported. An Atlantic seaboard 
State, Virginia, leads in the number of 
pure-bred sires listed, with 31,763. Ne 
braska is second, with 29,284, and Montana 
third, with 18,846. Even Nevada has more 
pure-bred sires reported than California, 
and Washington is well up among the 
leaders, with 5381 reported, being third in 
the number of pure-bred poultry in the 
Federal list. Of course, not all, or any- 
thing near all, the pure-breds on farms are 
enrolled in the “Better Sires” campaign, 
but livestock raisers in States where the 
pure-breds are numerous have been keen to 
enter the list and enroll their States 
among the leaders in this great campaign. 
Great is the pride in their State on the 
part of Californians, but there would be 
greater reason to be prideful if there were 
more purebred sires in the live-stock herds 
of the State. Here is, indeed, room for 
improvement. 


Onions Go Sailing. 

N® now the onions of Coachella Valley 

are going eastward by the water route. 
Truly the Panama Canal is beginning to be 
real factor in Southern California's ad- 
vancement. The cheaper water rates, too, 
coming at a time when the railroads were 
squeezing the profits from all perishable 
Southland products, are a godsend to the 
growers. The citrus men led the way, and 
now there are none to successfully question 
the complete feasibility of sea shipments 
of all the crops that once had to be rushed 
across the continent by fast freight to 
faraway markets. The dest thing about 
it all, of course, is not the mere fact of a 
temporary solution of the shippers’ prob- 
lems, but the assurance that is given of 
another permanent and dependable means 
of transportation for Southern California's 
products for all future time. The estab- 
lishment of ocean transportation for per- 
ishables means the coming back of the 
whole truck industry which was so badly 
hit this year. It puts an end to the night- 
mare of uncertainty over shipping facill- 
ties and shipping rates which has so often 
confronted the agricultural producers and 
their organizations. 


The Call for Water. 

F THE 200,320,128 acres of public lands 

_ now remaining in the United States, 
140,562,478 acres are in the Southwestern 
States of California, Arizona, New Mexico, 
Nevada and Utah. Of course the greater 
part of this vast area is untillable, or fit 
only for grazing. But in the States of Call- 
fornia and Arizona alone there are more 
than 2,000,000 irrigable acres that could be 
served with water by properly conserving 
the flow of the Colorado River, to say noth- 
ing of more than 1,500,000 acres in Lower 
California which are tributary to Southern 
California and which could be similarly 
taken care of. In devising ways and means

N ORDER to systematize farming, keep 
| practically same amount of labor em- 
ployed yearly, alternate shallow and deep- 
rooted crops, control insects and plant dis- 
eases, control weeds and toxic substances, 
keep the land occupied most of the time and 
provide for the upkeep of nitrogen and 
humus some system of crop rotation must 
be followed. 


No system of crop rotation will suit all 
conditions or sections, but if one under- 
stands the principle of crop rotations he can 
prepare a system to suit the crops grown in 
ular section.

TRIAL IN PALO VERDE VALLEY. 


LYTHE.—The Palo Verde Valley will 
B soon have another industry of great 
im ce, if the plans of John 5S. 
Laidlaw are carried out in this part of the 
country. This new industry will be the 
growing of hemp, both for the seed and 
the fiber. 
The hemp industry has never been prop- 


erly developed in the United States, up un-/ do 


til the present time, due tothe lack of 
hemp-breaking machinery. What little 
hemp has been raised in this country, ex- 
cepting in an experimental way, has been 
grown in Kentucky, where labor is cheap 
and where the hemp could be broken by 
hand ‘by colored help. 

The trials which have been given thd 
Shely h:mpebreaking machine are believed 
to have demonstrated that hemp growing 
will become a very profitable industry in 
Southern California, and especially in the 
Palo Verde Valley. According to Mr. Laid- 
law, this new hemp-breaking machine will 
mean to the linen industry in this country 
just what the cotton gin 1.eant to the cot- 
ton industry when was in- 
vented. 


Heretofore 80 per cent of the hemp raised 
in the world has been grown in Russia, but 
now that this country is out of business, 
there is no chance of getting raw . 
from the land of the Bolsheviks. Mr. Laid- 
law points out, however, that the -United 
States and Canada can grow enough to 
take the place of Russia. In fact, it is pos- 
sible for us to have a larger production in 
the United States and Canada than Russia 
ever thought of raising, he says. 

The Palo Verde Valley has been selected 
as the seed-producing area, as the pro- 
moters of the hemp project are confident 


next year. Seed is the first consideration 
in this country, as there is said to be only 
about 500 bushels or less in the United 
States, and it takes a bushel to plant an 
acre for fiber. The hemp when planted for 
seed will yield about twenty-five bushels to 
the acre, and will bring $6 per bushel, at 
least, 4t is estimated.

_In order that one who has never adopted 
a system of crop rotations may not become 
confused, it must be understood that the 
above chart represents the rotations after 
they have become established, that each 
field rotates with itself and the first year 
follows the eighth year. It will require a 
year or two before a farm can be adjusted 
and except for some extraordinary reason 
the rotations should not be broken after 
once established. In field No. 2 some other 
crop than alfalfa, sweet clover for instance, 
may be planted until the rotation is started 
because it would be folly to plow up a field 
of alfalfa the second year, 


Some object to plowing under an alfalfa 
field the fourth year, but it is believed by 
all authorities that the farmer will profit in 
the long run if he establishes some perma- 
nent system of crop rotations and abides 
faithfully by the same. If anyone can im- 
prove on this rotation he is at liberty to 
try and will also be doing a great service to 
our fartmers. 

Many object to the practice of plowing 
under a crop of alfalfa when the same can 
be cut and sold for cash. This must de 
judged by the surrounding circumstances, 
but the farmer should remember that un- 
less the hay crop plowed under the soil 
gains nothing in nitrogen. On normally 
productive soils one-third of the nitrogen 
contained in alfalfa plants is obtained 
from the soil and two-thirds from the air 
and one-third of the nitrogen is found in 
the roots and stubble, and two-thirds in the 
tops. Therefore, if the hay is harvested 
and only the roots and stubble are plowed 
under, only one-third of the nitrogen is re- 
turned, or the same amount as was ob 
tained from the soil, and the soil is neither 
richer nor poorer in nitrogen. 


Let us now see what-is taken from the 
soil and what we intend returning to the 
soil by plowing under alfalfa and cowpeas. 

An acre of soil six and two-thirds inches 
deep will weigh about 2,000,000 pounds and 
should contain about 3000 pounds of nitro- 
gen, 2200 pounds of phosphorus, and 49,200 
pounds of potassium, the three commercial 
fertilizers; but the fact is that our soils 
contain very small amounts of these fer- 
tilizers. For instance, Maricopa gravelly 
loam contains 800 pounds of nitrogen, 800 
pounds of phosphorus, and 10,960 pounds of 
potassium, and Maricopa sandy loam 800 
pounds of nitrogen, 961 pounds of phos- 
phorus, and 12,612 pounds of potassium. 
These soils grow excellent crops because 
plants in this climate develop a very ex- 
tensive root system and go far in search of 
food, but the time will come when they 
will use up all the plant food and we will 
be compelled to ship in large amounts of 
commercial fertilizer, as is being done in 
pome of the Eastern States. 

How long a period of time will elapse be- 
fore, these conditions become imperative is 
determined largely by our system of farm- 


ing. ‘

If a 
number of hens of any given entry falls be- 
low ten at any time during the year as a re-| 
sult of mortality losses, the total egg pro 
duction of said entry will be figured on the 
basis of ten hens; viz; if entry X should 
lose three birds, leaving only nine, the rec- 
ord of this entry thereafter would be figured 


«| by finding the total production of the nine 


birds, dividing this sum by nine to find the 


javerage production per hen, and then multi- 


ply by ten to obtain what the expected pro- 
duction of ten heug would be on the basis 
of the production of the nine actually in the 


pen. 

All records of egg production will become 
a part of the official records of the contest. 

(3.) (Date of opening.) 

(4.) The entry fee will be $2 per fowl for 
the one year period: $10 to be paid when 
the entry is accepted, and the balance at 
any time before the fowls are sent.to the 
contest grounds. 

(5.) (Where to ship entries.) . . 

(6.) The management reserves the right 
to refuse any entry in which the birds show 
signs of disease, or show evidence of cross 
breeding, and will hold itself in no way re- 
sponsible for loss by fire, disease, vices, or 
unavoidable accidents, although every pos- 
sible precaution will be taken to prevent 
such loss. The right is also reserved by 
the management to kill and burn any bird 
or birds whose presence, due to disease, vice 
or other cause, would be detrimental. As 
far as possible, however, birds becoming un- 
desirable for any reason will be isolated and 
held for instructions from owner as to their 
disposal. The management further reserves 
the right to clip the feathers of one wing of 
any bird which persistently tries to fly from 
*hich it belongs. A full 
report on the death of each bird lost during 
the contest period will be sent to the owner 
concerned immediately after such loss oc- 
curs. 


(7.) No entry can be withdrawn after the 
birds have been received at the egg laying 
contest-grounds. 

(8.) All entries will be filed in the order 
of their receipt, and accepted subject to the 
rulings and the empty room available. A 
poultry breeder may enter as many pens as 
he desires, provided no second egtry of the 
same breed of any one breeder shuts out a 
first entry of the same breed of another 
owner; provided no fhird entry of any one 
poultry breeder shuts out a second entry of 
another breeder, etc. 

(9.) (Time of arrival.) 

(10.) The legbands to be used in the con- 
test will be sent to each owner when his 
application is accepted. Directions as to 
where and how to place these bands will be 
inclosed with same. 

(11.) All fowls will be fed, housed and 
handied alike under expert supervision. 
Every attention will be given to sanitation 
and disease prevention, and every normal 
effort made to secure maximum production. 

(12.) All birds will be trapnested. Ex 
ceedingly malformed eggs, soft shelled eggs 
and eggs weighing less than eighteen ounces 
to the dozen will not be counted or credited 
to the bird. A special record, however, of 
all disqualified eggs laid will be kept for 
the information of the owners and manaze- 
ment. Time lost as a result of molting 
and setting will also be recorded as far as 
possible and supplied to owners of birds up- 
on request at the end of the contest. 

(13.) All eggs produced will become the 
property of the contest management. 

(14.) All revenue received from the salo 
of eggs will be used to defray the cost of 
operating the egg laying contest.

GOOD LAYING RECORDS, 


VAN NUYS.—Results for the first six 
months in the egg-laying contest being con- 
ducted by the patrons of the Holly Poultry 
Ranch and Hatchery have just been made 
public by the proprietor, B. R. Holloway. 
Some splendid records are shown among 
the poultry farms that are competing for 
the three prizes, $300, $200 and $100, that 
will be awarded by the Holly Hatchery next 
October.

GARDENERS IN GLORY. . 


WHITTIER.—The freak May rains have 
‘been of inestimable value to orchardists and 
other agriculturists of the Whittier district, 
and the damage done to barley or other hay 
has been practically nil, for the rich soil of 
the Los Nietos Valley is quite generally 
used for far more profitable crops than hay. 
The rains will make irrigating of the citrus 
and walnut orchards unnecessary for some 
little time. Coming as they did in a gentle 
downpour, the water was absorbed instead 
of running off, as is the case in violent 
rains. The smaller crops; tomatoes, beans 
and other garden truck, were all benocfited, 
and the home gardener is now in his glory, 
working in the mellow earth. | 


NEW DRAINAGE DISTRICT. 


FULLERTON.—More than 300 farmers in 
the northwest corner of Orange county are 
importuning the supervisors to establish a 
drainage district in the Cypress section, the 
improvements to cost $220,742. ‘The sav- 
ing to the farmers in one year, were their 
lands to be drained, would more than off- 
set this cost, it is stated. The work as pro- 
posed consists in excavations for an outlet 
canal, depositing the earth removed on the 
west side of the canal and grading it for a 
roadway and laying of two thirty-inch pipe 
lines. It is proposed to issue bonds to 
cover the cost. 


CERTIFIED ALFALFA SEED. 


YUMA (Ariz.)—The County Farm Adviser 
is giving a large of his time recently 
to the certification of hairy Peruvian alfalfa 
seed. The seed growers are co-operating 
fully in this certification work, and the 
quality of the seed has been much improved. 
It is asserted that in the ‘Yuma Valley, 
where there are said to be more days of sun- 
shine than anywhere else in the United 
States, conditions for growing alfalfa seed 
are ideal. 


HAY IS TOO HIGH. 


- TUCSON (Ariz.)—Letters have been sent 
by the local Farm Bureau to the principal 
hay-producing sections of the State, calling 
attention to the fact that hay on farms ap- 
pears to be selling at a price disproportion- 
ately low, when the retail selling price here 
is considered. It is told that hay bought in 
Yuma and Tempe at $11 f.o.b.. goes to the 
purchaser here at from $25 to $27. Local 
hay producers have been offered by the 
wholesalers from $8 to $18. It is claimed 
that, due chiefly to the high cost of water, 
it costs $20 a ton to produce alfalfa ~1y in 
Pima county.

The kind 
that wears a crown has never been particu- 
larly popular in this country, bat there is 
a very profitable royalty of another sort— 
the kings and queens of the dairy world, 
that are in the best of favor. indeed, 
dairymen are making more efforts than 
ever before .to become acquainted with all 
the characteristics of the “monarchs of the 
meadow” since such familiarity often 
shows the dairymen how they can make 
more money from their herds; likewise 
these cattle owners are very glad 
to have some blood relatives of this 
if several generations re- 
moved, numbered among the animals in 
their pastures. In short, the dairy industry 
in general, is realizing more and more the 
value of familiarity with the best in the 
dairy world, | Such knowledge is always an 
aid in building up a strong herd. 

For several years the dairy experts in 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture have been making a study of milk 
production costs. They have found that 
for 180 cows in a certain eastern commun- 
ity that averaged less than 5000 pounds 
of milk annually the-part of the milk check 
that represented profit and compensation 
for the owner’s efforts ags.manager of his 
herd, was only 23 per cent. On the other 
hand for 257 cows averaging more than 
6000 pounds of ~~ “ty the per cent 
of the milk check remaining for profit and 
the owner’s skill was 41 per cent. These 
are mighty significant figures. While they 
apply to groups of dairy farms in but one 
community, figures secured in a total of 
six communities are so sir ar as to make 
the ones cited entirely 

annual production of the 150 less pro 
able cows was 4146 = 
higher producers was pounds a 4 
After subtracting from the 4146 pounds the 
amount of milk fequired to pay production 
costs only 960 pounds remained as pay for 
one’s skill and as profit. . ~ 

The value of the feed tn terms of milk 
was placed at 1810 pounds of milk, labor 
806 pounds, other itemis, 570 pounds of 
milk. For the better producers, hoWever, 
3074 pounds of milk remained after the 
following deductions had been made: For 


--feed, 2302 pounds of milk, labor 806 pounds 
of milk, and other costs 962 pounds of milk. 


The factory manager is able to go up and 
down the aisles in his shops and ascertain 
what men and what machines are yielding 
the lowest output and profit. With these 
dairy figures in mind, a herd owner can 
engage ina similar classification of his 
cows. There is this point to be emphasized 


in studying these figures: ». They show that 


the size of a milk check is not always the 
measure of real value rather the per cent 
of profit, as determined bythe cows that 
are kept, plays an important part. . 

The relation of th-~» significent findings 
as to milk fi, to the question of 
breeds Hes im the fact that the fewer 
ecrubs one has in a herd, the better the av- 
erage obtained. And to intelligently go 
after the scrubs one must know and un- 
derstand something about the various 
breeds as they are at their best. The av- 
erage herd owner, of course, cannot hope

ROOT CROPS GOOD 
SILAGE SUBSTITUTE. 


With the development of the silo, a 


dairy cow owners have overlooked the value 
of roots as a succulent feed for cattle. 
Stock beets, carrots and turnips are the 
principal roots grown for this purpose. The 
priacipal drawback to their use is the labor 
of grow harvesting and storing them. 
On the other hand, root crops have a dis- 
tinct advantage for small dairies, as it is 
generally accepted that a silo will not 
prove economical where less than six ani- 
mals are being fed. Roots may be stored 
in a proper cellar, or buried in the ground, 


: and can be taken: out in any desired quan- 


tity without injury to the remainder. . 
A surprising amount of roots can be pro- 
duced on a small acreage. A yield of twen- 
ty-five tons per acre of mangel wurzels is 
nothing unusual, while in England, where 
roots are used almost entirely to supply 
succulent food, the yleld per acre is in- 
creased,still further by ivtensive farming. 
Other’kinds of beets, and also turnips and 
carrots, ‘may be used. Turnips, however, 
should be fed after milking rather than be- 
fore, as they give a bad flavor to the prod- 
uct.

FARMER MUST RAISE >

Increased transportation costs and iles- 
sened returns from the products they have 
to sell will compel thousands of American 
farmers to grow more of -their own food.

HOW TO CONTROL THE 
SHEDDING OF COTTON. 


Shedding of cotton bolls wofries many 
raisers. This trouble usually occurs 
y in the season, and is directly related 
to changes in atmospherical conditions and 
the moisture content of the soil. Although 
the cotton raisers in the Salton basin, and 
the Salt River and San Joaquin valleys are 
not troubled with the two major cotton 
evils, the weevil and the pink worm, they 
are sometimes troubled with the shedding 
of bolls and squares. 

The causes of boll shedding may be any 
one, or combinations of the following: High 
temperatures when the moisture content of 
the soil is low; abrupt changes in weather 


-| conditions, as from wet to dry, cloudy to 


clear, cool to hot, or the opposite; imper- 
fect pollenation due to rains or winds, or 
root injury, due to too deep cultivation dur- 


———a! water-loggitig of the soil and lack of drain- 


age may also result in shedding. 


The most important methods of cuntrol- 


ling this boll shedding are the building up 
of the vegetable-matter content of the soil 
by crop rotations, by plowing under green 
manure crops, or by the addition of hberal 
quantities of manure, and shallow cultiva- 
tion, in Order to retain a loose soil mulch to

HAVOC WROUGHT BY 
PINK BOLL WORM. | 


The damage occasioned by the pink bolb 
worm to the Laguna crop in Mexico has 
been constantly increasing since the intre 
duction of the insect in 1911. This damage 
has been carefully studied for the years 
1918, 1919 and 1920. In 1918 the damage 
had reached approximately 20 per cent of 
the crop. It was somewhat more than this 
in 1919. In 1920 it was conservatively est} 
mated, after careful field inspection ané 
counts, at approximately 40 per cent of the 
crop. A later field examination made by «a 
commission representing cotton interesta 
including prominent cotton growers, ap 
| pointed by the Governor of Texas, reported 

a damage of at least 50 per cent of She 
crop. The year 1920 proved to be an ex 


but the amount of damage “occasioned by 
this pest will probably wary with the cl} 
matic conditions as well as the regional 
control which is exercised by planters. It 
is evident from this record that it takes 
only a few years for the pink bollworm te 
become abundant enough in a new district 
to do tremendous damage to the crop. 


It is believed that the insect was 
brought to Mexico from Egypt in 1911. Twe 
importations of Egyptian seed were made 
then, one cdnsisting of 125 sacks which 
were planted near Monterey, in the State 
of. Nuevo Leon, and the other consisted of 
six tons planted near San Pedro, State of 
Coahuila, in the Laguna district. At pres 
ent the pink bollworm is generally and ynt 
formly distributed in the Laguna.

Buying Will End Depression. 

“New buying will soon end the current 

business depression,” declares Paul Clay, 
economist, in Forbes Magazine (N. Y.) Says 
this authority, in a review of the present 
situation: “We are piling raw materials 
and using up our supply of goods ready for 
consumption. The former are accumulating 
while the latter are vanishing. 
“Raw materia] prices are still going 
down at this writing, because the manufac- 
‘turers do not dare buy crude materials in 
large quantities; wholesale ard retail deal- 
ers are ordering sparingly and slowly— 
paying still more slowly. Dealers are timid 
because the public has reduced its buying a 
few per cent and money is tied up in some 
high-priced goods that do not sell readily. 
Public buying is no longer regardless of 
price, as it was a year ago. 

“Before long the dealers’ stocks, of staple 
goods at least, will be so low as to require 
additional buying; manufacturers, when 
they get the orders, will both purchase raw 
fmaterials and re-employ labor; and both 
wage earners and sellers of raw materials 
will themselves begin buying more freely. 

“There is nothing more contagious than 
buying, and when once it begins it will 
spread from industry to industry, and from 
section to section, until everybody is buy- 
ing. 


“We are bound to have a buying move 
ment and to have it pretty soon. 

“Surplus stocks of cride materials are 
irrelevant. The point is that the dearth of 
finished goods ready for consumption is be- 
coming more and more pronounced. This is 
not contradicting the law of supply and de 
mand, for one should remember that this 
law in its actual application to business is 
more complicated than the income tax, 

“The buying movement, when it comes, 
will not sta:t from the homes, because the 
homes never stopped buying. It will start in 
the stores and spread to the manufacturing 
companies and everywhere eise. Poverty 
can’t stop it, beeause poverty, if there is 
any, is in the homes. It ia the stores and 
manufacturing plants that will do the buy- 
ing, and they can now get funds—if they 
need them—from the banks.” 


Don't Overdo Fauniliarity. 
An automobile salesman had just closed a 
sale of a high-priced car and, in an outburst 
of enthusiasm, slapped the buyer on the 
back and assured him that he would never 
regret his choice.
